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PREFACE. 


The  Utility  of  a general  Standard,  whereby  to  ascer- 
tain the  Prices  of  Piece  Work  in  the  Cabinet  Bufmefs, 
and  the  great  Inconveniences  necelfarily  refulting  from 
the  Want  of  it,  have  been  long  acknowledged,  and  are 
indeed  too  obvious  to  require  a Comment. 

It  may  appear  difficult,  perhaps  nearly  impracticable, 
to  eftimate  the  Prices  to  Articles  which  the  caprice  of 
Fafhion  is  conftantly  varying.  As  accurate  a Mode  of 
Calculation  as  the  Nature  of  the  Cafe  would  admit 
of  hath  been  adopted,  and  it  is  conceived  that  few 
Changes  are  likely  to  take  place  to  which  the  Calcula- 
tions in  this  Work  may  not  be  found  applicable.
